With that, Dirksen 
agreed that the best course would be to wait and see what happens in Sub- 
committee before bringing in Agency Subcommittee members who are 
co-sponsors. However, Senator Dirksen said he would tackle Ervin personally 
once more. Dirksen is well acquainted with the issues and thinks it would be 
most serious not to exempt the Agency.
